Today

To spank or not to spank, that 
is the question. How should a 
parent discipline his child? How 
can the child be made to mind 
and at the same time not become 
resentful of his parents? How can 
mother or dad take it easy in this 
matter of discipline and still re- 
tain their child’s repsect? 

Dr. Dorothy Walter Baruch, dis- 
tinguished psychologist and con- 
sultant in child-guidance prob- 
lems, understakes to answer these 
problems in her new book, “New 
Ways in Discipline, You and Your 
Child Today” (Whittlesey House, 
$3.00). 

“Fear too often,’”’ says Dr. Bar- 
uch, “parents feel that discipline 
is an either-or proposition, that it 
leads either to one extreme or the 
other. On one side, they have vi- 
sions of a spoild-brat horror—a 
nasty, demanding, unruly and 
obnoxious child. On the other 
hand, they see a person who has 
had all the initiative and spon- 
taneity knocked out of him, who 
stands with a hangdog, cowed 
air. They want neither.” 

We realize today that discipline 
is essential, says Dr. Baruch. 
Every child needs leadership and 
guidance. The idea of giving him 

complete freedom and license is 
recognized for what it is—a grave 
misconception. It just isn’t fair.
